UPS lays off workers 


‘We don’t have volume for them to handle’ 


Special to the Journal 


United Parcel Service on Tuesday delivered 
more bad news to non-striking Teamsters at the 
Alton Center in Bethalto, laying off more than 
80 percent of them. 

The workers are some of the faithful few 
rejecting — at least for now — the nationwide 
Teamster walkout, but UPS officials said the 
work stoppage and the fact that only interna- 
tional packages were being picked up precipi- 
tated the layoffs. 

““(Monday) in Alton, we had Supercent of our 
‘Teamster work force iaid off,’’ said Jeff Wilson, 
UPS South Illinois district spokesman. ‘‘(On 
Tuesday,) that number grew to 80 to 85 percent. 

“We would call them back immediately if 
something would change on the national front. 
We just don’t have the volume for them to han- 
dle.”” 

The remaining 15 | pete of workers still on 
the job probably will dwindle to 9 percent or 10 
percent by the end of the week, barring an 
agreement between the national Teamsters and 
UPS, he said. 

Gary Irvin of Collinsville has been driving for 
UPS for more than 12 years. Irvin, a member 
of Local 710, was still working Wednesday 
although many of his co-workers have been 
temporarily laid off. : a in 

“We're just going as it’s going,” Irvin said. 
“For just as long as the work is there.” 

As people find other tra for their pack- 
ages, the volume of work gan to taper off 
Monday. As the workload decreases, the chance 
of Irvin being laid off increases. i 

“I hope it’s not going to come to that,”: Irvin 
said. “I just really want everything to get back 
to normal.”’ 

While they have been patient, Irvin said many 
*of his customers feel the same way. 


“They’ve been very understanding, but 
tere got business to do,” Irvin said. ‘It’s 
really an inconvenience to a lot of people.” 

Workers at the UPS Alton Center in Bethalto 
are represented by Chicago-based Teamsters 
Local 710, which is not striking. The Alton Cen- 
ter employs about 145 people, nearly 130 of 
whom are Teamsters, Wilson said. 

A total of 1,450 Teamsters in_ central and 
Southern Illinois are represented by Local 710, 
including all the union workers at the Alton 
Center, Wilson said. 

Most of UPS’ 190,000 Teamsters nationwide 
are striking, crippling the company’s ability to 
function at normal volume. 

There was no word late Wednesday whether 
Local 710 would decide to strike. Repeated 
phone calls to the union’s headquarters in Chi- 
cago were not returned. 

Dale Stewart, secretary/treasurer of the 
Teamsters and Chauffeurs Local 525 in Alton, 
said his organization may picket the UPS Alton 
Center, even if Local 710 does not 

“We could be out there before the week’s 
over.”” 

Stewart said that although Local 525 has 
nothing to do with the strike against UPS, it 
and: other locals throughout Southern Illinois 
have been contacted by national representa- 
tives about showing support for the Teamsters. 

“They’re asking us to get ready,” he said. 
“‘We’d start out with just a couple (picketers). 
That’s all you’d need.” 

Some workers represented by Local 710 at 
the Alton Center said that would be too much. 

“I won’t cross the picket line,’’ one driver 
said.

From 9 a.m. to 4 p.m. volun- 
teers for the American Cancer 
Society will be arresting par- 
ticipants who are willing to be 
imprisoned in a temporary jail 
at the Grace Baptist Church, 
located at 2600 Edwards St. in 
Granite City. 

“It’s a lot of fun,” said Jim 
Denham, chairman of the 
annual Jail and Bail fund rais- 
ing event for the American 
Cancer Society. 

“The money from bail paid 
for prisoners pays for’’ cancer 
research and cancer preven- 
tion. 

Denham said people donate 
money by going before a real 
judge and having bail payed to 
“get out of jail.”” 

“The fines and the crimes 
are often ridiculous,’’ Denham 
said. “It’s funny, and it’s a 
good time.”” 

A certificate of parole and a 
photograph is given as a 
reminder of the day in jail and 
driven to the location where he 
wants to go. 

According to a flier, friends, 
husbands, wives and friends 
can all participate in the event 
by calling Jane at 876-3522. 

Groups of people can get 


to jail 

together and plan to have 
someone arrested and “‘sur- 
prise them by showing up with 
their bail,’’ Denham said. ‘‘We 
even have orange and black 
striped prisoner’s suits with lit- 
tle orange and black’striped 
caps for them (the prisoners) 
to wear,’’ Denham said 

People donate anywhere 
from a few dollars to large 
sums of money, he added. 

Lloyd Cauley, an American 
Cancer Society area field rep- 
resentative in Collinsville, 
described. how the donated dol- 
lars are spent. 

From each dollar, 24 cents 
pays for research, 12.6 cents 
pays for detection and treat- 
ment, 17.7 cents pays for pre- 
vention, 16.4 cents pays for 
patient service, 21.7 cents pays 
for fund raising and 7.6 cents 
Pays for management and gen- 
eral administration, Cauley 
said. 

“Most of our money is spent 
on cancer research,’ he said. 

Illinois Crusade Vice Chair- 
man Larry Richman said the 
American Cancer Society fund- 
ed 28 Nobel Prize-winning can- 
cer researchers before they 
won the prize. 

“It continues to provide

‘ee men employed by Mad 
Bomber Fireworks Productions 
Inc., of Crown Point, Ind., died 
after a skyrocket misfired and 
returned to a fireworks barge 
on the Mississippi River, ignit- 
ing other fireworks. One man 
was killed by the resulting 
explosions, and two others 
drowned after they jumped or 
were blown overboard. 

On July 24, the Illinois 
Department ‘of Natural 
Resources levied a maximum 
$5,000 administrative . fine 
against the company and 


announced that Haine would be 
asked to file criminal charges 
for the company’s failure to 
obtain a state license. 

The state agency seeks felo- 
ny charges under the state’s 
Explosives Act, but Haine said 
it was unclear to him whether 
fireworks operators were gov- 
erned by that act or the state’s 
Fireworks Act. 

“‘We have a number of prob- 
lems with the way the statute 
has been written,’’ he said. 
Haine said the Explosives Act 
requires state licenses but the 
Fireworks Act does not. He 
said the Explosives Act is 
administered by DNR and the 
Fireworks Act is administered 
by the State Fire Marshal’s 
Office 

Haine said the company’s 
resident, Andy James, can’t 

e charged ersonally with 
violations in Madison County 
because he never was in the 
county. Haine said he doesn’t 
yet have enough information 


about Mad Bomber’s co: 
structure to file a c 
against the corporation. 

“The vague and contradicto- 
ry language makes it very dif- 
ficult for me to sustain a 
charge.”” Haine said it was the 
first time DNR had sought a 
felony charge in connection 
with fireworks violations. 

“There are no guideposts; 
there is no precedent.’”” 

Haine said he had asked the 
DNR and the Illinois Attorney 
General’s Office to assist his 
office in construing the stat- 
utes and determining the 
appropriate venue for charges, 
if any. He said he expects to 
reach some _ conclusions 
about two weeks. 

“We can’t charge just on the 
basis of a tragic explosion 
as tragic as it was,’’ Haine 
said. He said he would not feel 
comfortable charging two Mad 
Bomber employees who sur~ 
vived the accident.

The recent revelations by 
Liggett Group that tobacco 
companies aim their advertis- 
ing at young people leave me 
with only one comment: Duh! 
Any business has to attract 
new customers, and what bet- 
ter time to start than when 
they are young? How many of 
us Baby Boomers, for exam- 
ple, ‘‘remember the Wonder” 
because of all the Wonder 
Bread commercials we saw on 
“Howdy Doody’’? 

I’m no psychologist, but even 
the most casual observer of 
tobacco advertising will notice 
it’s hard to sell a product to a 
clientele who’s literally dying 
out. So you have to start them 
young. The recent Joe Camel 
ads, by the way, were not the 
first aimed at the young wan- 
nabe smokers. Try these slo- 
gans from years back: “Where 
there’s a man, there’s a Marl- 
boro” (this was before the first 
cowboy ever set foot into Marl- 
boro Country). The man’s 
hand holding the Marlboro 
bore a tattoo. 

Or: ‘‘Man to man, smoke a 
Roi-Tan’’ — a full page ad 
with the magazine equivalent 
of a video wall of handsome, 
macho guys chomping away on 
their cigars. How about Bar- 
ney Rubble reminding smokers 
“it’s what’s up front that 
counts” in a Winston cigarette 
commercial on ‘The Flints- 
tones’? 

I should note “‘The Flints- 
tones’’ was, ostensibly, the 
first cartoon series aimed at 
adults, and it was sponsored 
by Winstons and Alka-Seltzer 
for its first two seasons, but 
after Pebbles and Bamm- 
Bamm came along, kids ruled. 

Last and certainly least, 
there was the Lucky Strike 
radio jingle reminding every- 
one that “Luckies separate the 
men from the boys ... but not 


from the girls.’? Back then, 
you could buy any kind of 
Lucky Strike you wanted, as 
long as it was short, stron; 
and unfiltered. It took a real 
man to smoke one, compared 
to a filter cigarette. 

If the jingle, which was sung 
by four. guys suffering from 
testosterone overload, wasn’t 
enough, it was reinforced by 
another Deep Voiced Male who 
intoned, ‘‘Smoking is a plea- 
sure meant for adults ... and 
there’s nothing like the adult 
taste of a Lucky Strike.”” He 
might as well have added, 
“Hey, kid! Wanna put some 
hair on your chest? C’mon, be 
a big,man, light up a Lucky!” 

That ad was yanked from 
the air shortly after the Sur- 
geon General’s Report on 
Smoking and Health was pub- 
lished in 1964; all broadcast 
tobacco advertising was gone 
within a decade. 

In 1986, Camel’s market 
share among 17- to 24-year-old 
smokers was less than 3 per- 
cent. The print ads starring 
Joe Camel and his blues-play- 
ing buddies debuted in 1988. 
Within the next year, Camel’s 
share of underage smokers 
rose to 8 mt, and by 1993 
it was up to 16 percent (Con- 
sumer Reports, March 1995). 

I wonder how many men 
now in their 40s and 50s began 
smoking Lucky Strikes to 
“‘separate the men from the 
boys.’” I wonder how many 
yomge people are smoking 
Camels today because of the 
antics of the so-called ‘‘hard 
pack.’’? I wonder how many of 
them have, or will develop, 
heart disease, lung cancer, or 
emphysema as a result. 

And that really separates the 
men from the boys. As well as 
the girls.

Electricity rates 
too high 

TO THE EDITOR: 

As lieutenant governor, part 
of my job is to “‘sell” Illinois 
as a good location for a new 
or expanding business. I have 
seen the damage done by the 
high cost of electricity as 
some businesses look else- 
where to make investments. 

According to a recent Clem- 
son University study, Mlinois 
consumers could save at least 
$2.7 billion annually by busting 
the electric utility monopolies 
and giving consumers a choice 
of guapiiers. These savings 
would realized by residen- 
tial, commercial and industrial 
consumers. 

An immediate and dramatic 
drop in the average cost of 
electricity would remove a sig- 
nificant barrier to the further 
expansion of our economic 
base. 

I agree with the critics — 
including members of the IIlli- 
nois Commerce Commission — 
who believe SB 55 is seriously 
flawed. Fortunately, the Ili- 
nois Senate did not rush to 
judgment on this legislation 
this spring, and the General 
Assembly still has an opportu- 
nity to correct the deficiencies. 

We need legislation that 
moves Mllinois into a free and 
competitive environment for 
the p ction, movement and 
sale of electricity and provides 
for equitable rate relief for all 
classes of consumers. 

SB_55 has several problems. 

» It would protect the nucle- 
ar investments of Common- 
wealth Edison and Illinois 
Power and would mandate a 
rate reduction for CILCO, a 
utility that has cut costs and 
achieved a lower-than-average 
rate for a Midwest utility. 

» Consumers who leave an 
existing supplier and then 
tried_to return later would be 
penalized. 

- Existing utilities could 
target certain classes of cus- 
tomers with special rates to 
forestall new entrants into the 
marketplace. 

» It would all but prevent 
independent producers of 
cheaper electricity from build- 
ing new facilities in Illinois. 

~ And even though taxpay- 
ers recently paid $1 billion of 
the debt of the Illinois rural 
electric cooperatives to lower 
rates in anticipation of an 
open and free market place,

_ The proposed use of mari- 
juana as a medical remedy for 
mausea from chemotherapy, 
chronic pain, AIDS-related 
symptoms, etc., is a bucket 
replete with holes. . —~ 
arijuana has long been 
proven to subject its users to 
risk of physical and psycholog- 


ical dangers. The 425 currently 
identified chemicals in mari- 
juana convert to thousands of 
additional chemicals when 
smoked. Many of these chemi- 
cals have already been identi- 
fied as carcinogens, and mari- 
juana has been linked with 
respiratory disease, birth 
defects, immune system sup- 
ression, accidents, failure to 
learn, lack of motivation, etc. 

At this time there is not sci- 
entific evidence that marijuana 
is beneficial for any medical 
condition. In a May 1997 report 
in the Annals of Internal Medi- 
cine, an article by Eric Voth, 
M.D., and Richard Schwartz, 
M_D., states, ‘“‘Pure THC is 
already available as a pre- 
scription medication. Crude 
marijuana does not qualify as 
a medicine and (should) 
remain a Schedule I drug.” 

It is irresponsible to put 
judgment and reasoning on 
hold. It is also irresponsible to 
allow cognitive impairment to 
the point that motor functions 
are affected and the individual 
is at risk of accidental injury 
to themselves and others. It is 
also irresponsible to take a 
drug unnecessarily and put 
ourselves at risk of addiction 


and all the social, moral and 
health problems that addic- 
tions commonly incur at a tre- 
mendous cost to the addict and 
society. 

By placing marijuana in the 
“medically meficial’’ catego- 
ry, the implication is that the 
risk is acceptable. That there 
are benefits. That it’s just like 
other medications; there may 
be some side effects, some 
dangers, but we accept those 
risks because the patient is 
helped with his pain, his func- 
tioning. The fallacy is that 
there currently is Tittle evi- 
dence that marijuana has any 
legitimate medical benefits 
and much evidence that it has 
caused considerable harm in 
many users.

Battle of the Bulge lives on in J.B. Park

For Stewart Piper, Pete Lau- 
man and Rudy Reitz, the days 
after Dec. 16, 1944 are not just 
notable ones for history books, 
but a time etched deeply in 
their memories. 

Surrounded one day recently 
by memorabilia of one of the 
most famous battles ever 
fought by the U.S. Army, the 
three south St. Louis men 
reflected on_their part in the 
Ardennes Campaign, which 
most know as the Battle of the 
Bulge. 

ey stood in the Old Ord- 
nance Room of Jefferson Bar- 
racks Park in South County, 
where an exhibit on the battle 
is open to the public. 

“Had it not nm for this vic- 
tory, we might not have been 
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the land of the free today,’’ 
Reitz said. 

Reitz, Piper and Lauman are 
members of the St. Louis Gate- 
way Chapter of the Veterans of 
the Battle of the Bulge Associ- 
ation, a national group of sol- 
diers who helped turn back 
Germany’s final offensive of 
World War Il. 

The 500-member local group 
has raised $20,000 for a monu- 
ment to the battle, which will 
go up soon in Jefferson Bar- 
racks Park. 

Members of the group also 
helped assemble material for 
the exhibit at_the Old Ord- 
nance Room. That exhibit is 
open from noon to 4:30 p.m. 

ednesdays through Sundays 
now through Jan. 25, 1998. 

To epee: past vice president 
of the local organization, the 
exhibit and the monument are 
ways of remembering fallen 
comrades who gave their lives 
for freedom. Lauman is the 
group’s treasurer. 

The exhibit features old 
maps, newspaper headlines, 
captured German flags and 
other memorabilia donated by 
local veterans of the battle. It 
is the result of an idea by 
Mark Kollbaum, curator of the 
Jefferson Barracks Historic 
Site in the county park. He 
decided to assemble the exhib- 
it after hearing of the veter- 
ans’ plans to erect the monu- 
ment. 

Some of those who. have 
come to see the exhibit since it 
opened July 5 were not even 
aware of the battle, Kollbaum 
said. Others said they didn’t 
know there were so many St. 


Louis people involved. 

To Kolibaum, the real signif- 
icance of putting together the 
display is that he has gotten to 
meet the veterans. 

J.D. Magurany, director of 
the historic site, also said the 
veterans’ presence is an 
important aspect of the exhib- 
it. 

“One of the most important 
components of history today is 
oral history,’”” Magurany said. 

Although information about 
the Revolutionary War and the 
Civil War can only be gotten 
from books, visitors to the 
exhibit can gain special insight 
into a more recent conflict by 
talking with people who were 
there, he said. 

“In another 10 or 20 years, 
we won’t have this opportunity 
to talk to these men at all,” 
Magurany said. ‘“These are the 
guys that did it ... They were 
just kids.” 

There will be numerous 
opportunities from now until 
the end of the exhibit to see 
and talk with the veterans of 
the Battle of the Bulge. This 
fall, they will take part in edu- 
cational programs for school 
groups, organizations and oth- 
ers requesting them.

The desire to keep the 
memory of the Battle of the 
Bulge alive led to the forma- 
tion of a local organization 
of veterans and to a drive 
for a monument in Jefferson 
Barracks Park. 

In_1993, they formed the 
St. Louis Gateway Chapter 
of the Veterans of the Battle 
of Bulge Association, a 
national group based in 

- Arlington, Va. Today, with 
more than 500 members, the 
St. Louis group is the largest 
branch of the organization in 
the country. 

Out of that group came a 
desire for a ermanent 
memorial to those who 
fought in the Battle of the 
Bulge, near the place where 
many of them were inducted 
into the service at Jefferson 
Barracks. 

In 1995, the Gateway 
Chapter started a project for 
a monument and to find per- 
manent museum space in 
Jefferson Barrac for 
memorabilia donated by 
members. 

As the veterans neared the 





end of their monument pro- 
ject, the St. Louis County 
Council this spring officially 
accepted the donation of the 
memorial, which is to be 
installed around the begin- 
ning of August. A dedication 
date will be announced later. 

Soon afterward, work 
began on an exhibit on the 
battle, now on display in the 
Old Ordnance Room at Jef- 
ferson Barracks Park. 

The granite monument, 
designed by Monumental 
Finishers, Inc. of St. Louis, 
is 7 feet tall, 3 feet wide and 
8 inches thick.

For about 450 people who attended a 
reunion last month, Small World isn’t just 
part of the name of a cute Disney song. 
To them, it signifies family and home. 

The reunion, which included a picnic, 
was July 26 at Villa Duchesne-Oak Hill 
School, 801 S. Spoede Road in St. Louis. It 
was attended by people who have adopted 
children through the Small World Adop- 
tion Foundation. 

Small World, 1270 Fee Fee Road, han- 
dies adoptions of children from St. Peters- 
burg, Ukraine and Belarus. It was found- 
ed in 1992 by the husband and wife team 
of Drs. Slava Platonov and Yelena Kogan. 

Platonov and Kogan, both pediatricians, 
saw the plights of orphans in the former 
Soviet Union and sought to find homes for 
them in America and abroad. They have 
placed more than 250 orphaned children 
with families in the St. Louis area, said 
April Ridings, donations coordinator at 
Small World 

Ridings has a 4-year-old son arid a 
3-year-old daughter she adopted through 
Small World. 

“The waiting — once we’d chosen a 
child — was the hardest,” Ridings said 
“The purpose of the reunion is to give 
support to those waiting. It’s also to keep 
in touch with the children and see how 
they and their families are doing.”’ 

The hot-dog-and-soda crowd at the event 
included Drs. Tom Otto and Elizabeth 
Engel, both orthopedic surgeons.

We're both pediatricians and 
speak the language, so we know what to 
look for. 

In fact, the couple traveled recently 
through 14 cities in the former Soviet 
Union to help place children with fami- 
lies. There are more than half a million 
orphans in that area, in the wake of its 
break with communism, Kogan and Plato- 
nov said.

Many of the children who need homes 
are not technically orphaned, but have 
been left to the mercy of others at hospi- 
tals by parents unable to care for them, 
Kogan and Platonov said 

The pool comes from unwed mothers as 
well as parents who found one more 
mouth to feed too overwhelming. 

“There were always orphans even in 
good economic times,’ Kogan said. ‘‘Now 
there are even more, but it’s become eas- 
ier for Americans to adopt them, so we 
really need to find good families for all 
these abandoned children.’’ 

Brenda Henn, Small World’s program 
director, has three children, including one 
she adopted 

“IT have the most awesome job in the 
world helping people adopt “children,” 
Henn said. 

Sandra and Roy Cook of St. Louis have 
two children they brought home from St. 
Petersburg — Kasey, 4, and Kalei, 9. Like 
all the parents at the reunion, the Cooks 
said adopting the children through Small 
World was the best thing they ever did. 

Beth and Brock Smith of St. Louis 
adopted 14-month-old Reed from St.

_. When I heard of the possibil- 
ity of minor league baseball 
coming to Fairview Heights, I 

ushed my information aside 

cause I thought there was no 
way professional ball could 
come to the St. Louis area 
without the permission of the 
Cardinals and/or major league 
baseball. 

Shows you what I know 
about the matter. Affiliation is 
the key word here, and, obvi- 
ously, if someone tried to place 
a Cardinals affiliate close to 
St. Louis, it’s very unlikely 
such would happen. 

However, if a team were a 

minor league independent, it 
could establish its roots any- 
where. 
_ “That’s why they are called 
independent,”’ Rich Sauget told 
me without scolding me for my 
ignorance. 

It was no coincidence that I 
contacted Sauget to learn 
about the possibility of pro 
baseball in Southwestern [lli- 
nois. Long before Fairview 
Heights had turned its Legion 
Field into the impressive base- 
ball facility it has in Longacre 
park, Sauget was contacted by 
pro baseball representatives 
interested in placing a team in 
Sauget. 

And, prior to _ getting 
involved after he had built a 
sports complex in Sauget, 
Rich, nearly 30 years ago, tin- 
kered with the idea of becom- 
ing an owner in the San Fran- 
cisco major league franchise. 

An experienced entrepeneur, 
Sauget played minor league 
ball as a catcher in the Giants 
and Atlanta Braves organiza- 
tions in the 1960s. Later, after 
entering business in Sauget, he 
considered purchasing the 
Braves minor league team in 
Macon, Ga. 

“There are many factors you 
have to consider before you 
get into something like that,’’ 
said Sauget, after admitting he 
was contacted by Blues hockey 
announcer Ken Wilson, who is 
part of the group bringing 
Minor league baseball to 
O'Fallon, Mo. 

At a recent Fairview Heights 
City Council meeting, mem- 
bers reached a consensus that 
they liked the idea of having a 
minor league team but felt 
Longacre Park was not the 
proper venue for one. 

Ward 2 Alderman Scott Rich 
Was quoted as saying, ‘‘We 
didn’t feel like we could ser- 
vice their needs adequately.”

Process gets Gateway oval back to speed 


After a week of laboratory testing, pavers 
went to work on the Gateway International 
Raceway oval Tuesday to correct problems 
that cropped up during the 100-degree heat at 
the inaugural Gateway 300 on July 26.

If that final test went as expected, pavers 
put down a new top layer on the 
turns starting Wednesday, and will finish 
their work by week’s end. The track will be 
race-ready long before the ARCA Bondo/Mar- 
Hyde stock cars and USAC Silver Crown cars 
compete in the Gateway Twin 100s Sept. 13-14. 

On-track temperatures that exceeded 160 
degrees led to small recente of the top 

loose and hindering traction 
ateway 300, a NASCAR Busch

“The track material that came up during 
the heat of that particular day was the fine; 
sand that was used with the sealer on the top

ly the same mix, but we will use a rubber- 
based polymer instead of a plastic polymer. 
We will also put some Portland cement into 
the mixture to harden it even further.’’

SIUE professor will teach in Europe this fall 


Riley Maynard, an associate 
professor of mass communica- 
tions at Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity at Edwardsville, will 
be teaching advertising and 
broadcast news production in 
Europe at the University of 
Lativa under a Fulbright grant 
during the fall semester. 
Maynard, who teaches televi- 
sion-radio at SIUE, will also 
conduct a seminar at the uni- 
versity in popular American 
music.

Davis seeks tighter fireworks licensing 


ALTON — An area legislator 
wants to tighten licensing 
requirements for companies 
that put on large-scale fire 
works displays. 

State Rep. Steve Davis, 
D-Bethalto, said the need for 
such action is evident since an 
accident that killed three fire- 
works operators at Alton’s 
July 3 fireworks display. Davis 
said he would introduce legis- 
lation that requires the Illinois 
Department of Natural 
Resources to institute a train- 
ing program as part of its 
licensing procedure by March 
15 and require cCoMmpanics to 
obtain permits for fireworks 
displays from local municipali- 
ties. 


Permits could be issued only 
to companies with state licens- 
es. 


“With this legislation, hope- 
fully we can prevent such a 
devastating accident from ever 
happening again,”’ Davis said. 


Davis said current law does 
not require formal training for 
fireworks operators 


“This is a safety issue for 
the operators and for the peo- 
ple who come out to see the 
fireworks every Fourth of 
July,” he said. 


Three workers for Mad 
Bomber Fireworks Productions 
Inc. of Crown Point, Ind., were 
killed July 3 when a skyrocket 


misfired and fell back onto a 
fireworks barge in the Missis- 
sippi River, igniting many of 
the shells on board. One man 
was killed by the blasts. Two 
others drowned after being 
blown off or jumping off the 
barge 

On July 24, Brent Manning, 
director of the Department of 


Natural Resources, announced 
a maximum $5,000 administra- 
tive fine against the company 
and said the department would 
ask Madison County State's 
Attorney William Haine to file 
criminal charges against the 
company for handling fire- 
works without a state license
